Seventh Best." Salth the Lord. 


EDITOR JOUENAL: The notice published 


m the JOUENAL, issne of October 17tb, 
wnertby the prominent wholesale and re- 
till grocery and hardwire merchants oi 
R«no agree for a period exUndiug np to 
tbe first Sunday in May, 1891, to keep 
their places of business entirely and atrictly 
•losed on Sundays, is a boon to the hard 
working clerks and overworked proprie- 
tors, and well-deserved by both. This 
thoroughly American movement had its in< 
c-ption here at Keno, in the year 1880, 
.?ben the principal merchants entered into 


•» covenant limiting the time o( keepins 
npsn on Sunday, which the majori'y of 
hem have endeavored sincerely to keep 
ap, and, as a result, they have received the 
lyrnpathy of the community, and, iasteid 
)f losing thereby, are to-day doing the 
principal business. Then as now the oloj>- 
ng movement was hampered by a few 
loulers who, for tbe sake of a few shekels 
that they might acqnire by remaining open 
•lept their clerks at work ia defiance of the 
jene-ally expressed public opinion. 


Since then conditions nave changed. 


The Clerka' Association of Virginia City 
hIB been organized, and fought its hatth lo 


>» successful issup. Only a week ago tb<* 
Dry Goods Clerks' Association of San 
Francisco was fighting the obstiua»y of two 
iealors, who, against tbe hCqaijsoeuoa of 
•ill the other local establishments in that 
line, persisted in antagonizing tbe six 
j'oloclc daily closing 
movement.

<pnse of justice, always inherent in every 
American community, finally brought theai 
to time, for the justice loving people who

If there 
be a merchant who, in the presence of 
ibis movement, chooses to deny himself 
md his employes the opportunity to have 
one day in the week for rest or recreation, 
1 day that he may call his own, he is not 
only fighting against his onn interests, but 
his motive must be sordid, selfiih and ava- 
racinus. Ask any truthful bnsinesa man

n gbt after n week's bard work, feel tbe 


>i.-fad of a Snnday'a complete rest, after 
«hich, if he enjoys the privilege, he will 
return to his duty on Monday morning re- 
rrsbed and better equipped in every way 
for the labors of the ensuing week. 
The 


employers have all been there themselves, 
wnioh accounts for the perfect unanimity 
'if feeling they bear towards their cm- 
jloyes. Hiving risen from the ranks to r<e 
successful busmebs men, they fully bppre- 
uiate the practical economy an well UB 
ubybical and mental necessity of one day's 
reat in seven—for from personal experience 
they know their clerks will perform better 
und more satisfactory duty, and they them- 
selves will bave a keener eye to business. 


Pioplecan easily and conveniently pur- 


chase all they require before closing lime, 
on Saturday nights 
In fact, it is only a 


small few of the community ihut dilatorily 
wait to purchase general merchandise on 
Sunday, and they could readily accommo- 
date themselves to tbe change in the gen- 
eral interest.

It is hoped nothing 
of the kind will hnppen here to m > r tbe 
success of the Sunday closing ngreementj 
for it is bound to attain ultimate success 
though obstacles may arise to defer it. 
The clothing, men's furnishing and boo 
and shoe merchants aio M harmonious 
with the movement and willing to join
